Redemptions of E Bonds ifi thc>na- 
tion in Juno were twenty per cent 
less than in March, the peak month 
for cash-ins In 104G, Arnold J. Ra- 
uon. State Director of the U. S. Sav- 
ings Bonds Division ior Illinois, was 
advised today by the Treasury Depart- 
ment. 

This sharp drop in redemptions fol- 
lowed the opening of the June-July 
promotion campaign Jor Savings 
-Bonds, Mr. Rauen commented. It con- 
tinued a national trend downward 
which began in April. E Bond cash- 
ins in June were 5111,000,000 less 
than in 'March, he was informed by 
the Treasurj'. 

"We believe that this decline in re- 
demptions is a significant result of 
the Savings Bond promolon Uiat 
opened D-Day, June 6," Mr. Rauen 
<leclared. "The publicity now appear- 
ing not only helps sell Bondstbut re- 
minds people of a fact they already 
know: that.U. S. Savings Bonds are 
such a valuable and safe investment 
that their owners cash them only in 
a real financial emergency. Buying 
and holding these ibonds has become 
a part of American life." 

Sales of all Savings Bonds, Series 
E, F and G, reported to the Treasury 
in June totalled $571,226,000, Mr.

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Work Together 

In a recent radio broadcast, Charles R. Hook, 
president of the American Rolling Mill Company, said 
this about labor controversies: "I believe that the key 
lies in legislation that is fair to unions and employers 
alike and in the adoption by both unions and induslr>* 
of a sincere and honest attitude toward collective bar- 
gaining. 

"Genuine collective bargaining should Involve a 
delemiination by both sides to resolve disputes and 
reach agreements. The problem should be approached 
by both sides with fair and open minds, and both sides 
should try to understand each other's problems. 

"There should be an end to extravagant and ex- 
cessive demands. These should be a recognition that not 
always can geniune collective bargaining end in com- 
plete agreement. Free and effective collective bargain- 
ing cannot exist except under conditions of law and 
order and in the absence of government controls 

"In the public iiilerest. the activities of labor or- 
ganizations should be controlled and their responsibil- 
ities defined just as are ihosa of industry. These steps 
and others must be taken if the words collective bar- 
galng arc to become more than a catch phrase, as they 
are today " 

Organized labor has been given great powers— 
and great powers always involve great responsibilities. 
Permanent industrial peace cannot stem from one-sided 
policies whch are destroying the industrial productivity 
necessary to the welfare of labor, management and the 
consumer alike. Until we realize this, and until this 
philosophy is reflected in national legislation, labor dif- 
ficulties will continue to prevent postwar progress.

SECTION 2. LICENSE REQUIR- 
ED. No person, firm or corporation 
shall operate or maintain any taxicab, 
as above defined, without first obtain- 
ing a license therefore as hereinafter 
set lorth. and unless said license is 
In full farce and effect. 

SECTION 3. APPLICATION FOR 
LICENSE. Any person, firm or cor- 
poration desiring a license for any 
taxicab shall file an application there- 
for with the Village Clerk, setting 
forth the name, business and resi- 
dence address of the applicant, a full 
description of the motor vehicle for 
which a license is desired, including 
the make, model, motor and engine 
number and the State License number, 
any other information that the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trustees, or the 
Village Clerk, may require. Said li- 
cense shall be issued by the President 
upon conformance witli the termi of 
'this ordinance. 

SECTION 4. LICENSE FEES. The 
following license fees shall be paid: 
For the first taxicab operated by any 
person, firm or corporation the sum 
of Fifteen (S15.00) Dollars per year; 
for each additional taxicab the sum of 
Ten (SIO.OO) Dollars per year. 

All licenses hereunder shall be 
paid annually in advance. A metal 
plate shall be furnished by the Vil- 
lage Clerk for each taxicab so licens- 
ed, which plate shall at all times be 
firmly affixed above the Slate license 
plate' on the front of the ta.xieab. 
SECTION 5. DRIVER'S LICENSE 
REQUIRED. No person shall operate 
a taxcab as the driver thereof with- 
out first having obtained a driver's 
license in the manner hereinafter set 
forth, and unless said license is in 
full force and effcct. 

SECTION 6. APPLICATION FOR 
DRIVER'S LICENSE. Any person de- 
siring a license as a driver of a taxi- 
cab shall file an application with the 
Village Clerk setting forth the name, 
sex. residence address, dale and place 
of birth, former occupation, experi- 
ence as a driver and such other in- 
formation as the President or Vilbiie 
Clerk may require. Such license shall 
bo issued by the President to all per- 
sons of good moral character who 
have complied with this ordinance 
and with all the laws of the State of 
Illinois jjovernin'4 taxicab drivers. No 
license shall be issued to any person 
under ihe aue of ei:;h*een yean. 

SECTION 7. DRIVKIf.^ LICENSE 
FEE. The foe for a taxicab driver's 
license shall be Four (S4.00) Dollars 
per year, payable annually In ad- 
vance. Ever\' driver ihall carry the 
license issued to him under thi.> ordi- 
nance at all times t.h:it he i.-; driving 
or on duty with any such taxicab, and 
shall exhibit ii upon demand to any 
Village policeman or law enforce- 
ment officer. 

SECTION 3 MECHANICAL CON- 
DITION— S.\FETY Ti:STS, Even-- 
taxicab operateti upon the street.? of 
said Village shall bp kept and main- 
tained in a 'jood and .>afe mL-ch;inical 
condition Every -iudi t;Lxicab durin:? 
the month of .Ianuar\' and the month 
of July of each year shall be subject- 
ed to the .safety test hereinafter pro- 
vided at an official testin:: station as 
established and sot up by Section 
220.2 of Chapter m~\/2 of the Re- 
vised Statutc-s of the Stale of Illinois. 
Said safely test shall include the test- 
ing and inspection of brakes. li,:hts. 
horns, reflectors, rear viow mirrors. 
safety chains, frames, axle, body, 
wheels, .steering apparatus and other 
safely devices and .ipplianc>:":. The 
passing,' of the safety test siiall not be 
a bar at any time to prosecution for 
operating or causin'^ to be operated a 
taxicab not in good .ind .^afe mechani- 
cal condition. If the taxicab h in sale 
mechanical condition the operator of 
the official testing ..jtation shull at 
ofice i-ssue and affix to said taxic.ib a 
certificate of safety which sh.iU at 
all times be displayed on said t.'ixi- 
cab, No certificate of .safety issued 
during the first six months of tiny 
year .*:hall be of any effect after Au- 
gust 1st of that year and no juch 
certificate i.-w^ued during the second 
six montlis of any year shall be of 
any effect after February 1st of the 
succeedini; year. No taxicab shall be 
operated upon the streets, alleys or 
public places of said Village without 
having been tested a.-i herein required 
or without having .<viid certificate of 
safety displayed on .said taxicab. 

SECTION 9. S.VNITARY CONDI- 
TION. Each taxicab shall be kept in 
a clean and sanitary condition at ail 
times. 

SECTION 10, ^LVNNER OF OPER* 
ATIO.N— LIQUOR. No taxicab shall 
be driven, operated or controlled so 
as to violate any of Uie parking or 
traffic ordinances of .said Village or 
so as to obstniet traffic or inter- 
fere wth the free movement of traf- 
fic upon any street, alley or public 
place. No person shall drive, operate 
or control any such taxicab while un- 
der the influence of intoxicating li- 
quor, and no driver shall drink any 
intoxicating liquor, oiLhcr inside or 



outside of said taxicab during the 
hours he ft driving or on duly with 
said taxicab. 

SECTION 11. PERSONS IN FRONT 
SEAT PROHIBITED. No person shall 
be allowed to ride In the front scat 
of any taxicab with the driver except 
at such times as the rear sent or scats 
are fully occupied by paying passen- 
gers and the person riding in said 
front seat is a bona fide and paying 
passenger. 

SECTIOX 12. P.UIKING. No un- 
employed taxicab shall stand or be 
parked upon any public street or al- 
ley except at such places as from 
lime to time shall be designated by 
the Village Board of Trustees as taxi- 
cab stands and allotted to the parti- 
cular license in question. 

SECTION 13. REVOCATION OF 
LICENSES. The President shall have 
the right to revoke any taxicab li- 
cense issued hereunder whenever 
said taxicab is not kept in Uie me- 
chanical or sanilarj- condition re- 
quired by this ordinance, or is not 
equipped with a governor or other 
similar device in good repair as here- 
in required. 

The President shall have the right 
to revoke any license issued hereun- 
der to any person as a taxicab driver 
whenever such person violates any of 
the provisions of this ordinance or 
any other ordinance of said Village 
governing taxicabs or traffic, and al- 
so whenever it appears that a person 
holding any such license is not of 
good moral character. 
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SECTION 14. PENALTY. Any per- 
son, firm or corporation violating any 
of the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be fined In a sum not less than 
Ten (SIO.OO) Dollars nor more than 
Two Hundred (S200.00) Dollars for 
each offense, and each day or frac- 
tion of a day that this ordinance Is 
violated shall constitute and be consi- 
dered as a separate and distinct of- 
fense. 

SECTION 15, 1N\^ALIDITY. Each 
separate section and each separate 
provision of each section of this ordi- 
nance shall be deemed independent 
and sej>arato from cvcr>' other sec- 
tion and provision, and the invalidity 
of any section or part of a section of 
this ordinance shall not affect the 
validity of tlie remainder of said sec- 
tion or the remainder of this ordi- 
nance, it being the intention of the 
Village Board of Trustees of said Vil- 
lage to enact as a law each separate 
provision herein regardless of its re- 
lationship to any or all of the other 
provisions and regardless of the inval- 
idity of any other provision. 



SECTION 16. This ordinance shall 
be in full force and effect from and 
after its passage, approval and publi- 
cation according to laAV.

Cigarette Tuxes 

Thirty-one stotos now have cigar- 
ette taxes that vary from two to 
five cents. Seventeen states are list- 
ed levying a tax of two cents per 
package of cigarettes while eight 
slates collect throe cents per pack. 
Florida, Massachusetts and Missis- 
sippi collect four cents and Arkan- 
sas, Louisiana and Oklahoma col- 
lect five cents per pack. In addi- 
tion to the federal ond state taxes, 
27 cities arc reported levying cigar- 
ette toxes of one or two cents per 
pack. 



Hindu Diet 
Even !n normal limes the avcr- 
ngc Hindu diet is 1,750 calories, but 
this average allows for extremely 
wide fiuctuations in both directions. 
The 1,750 caloric diet was possible 
only for those whose diet was 05 to 
70 per cent cereals, the remainder, 
milk, vegetables, etc. However, the 
average Indian's diet Is 80 to 90 per 
cent cereals.

Paint Insulation 

The same paint which acts as an 
Insulator for the wall in summer 
also helps to keep the house warm- 
er in winter by scaling the outside 
surface against moisture and keep- 
ing it from penetrating through the 
walls.

Is Tough Problem ^ ^^^^ 

INine Destroyers 



Electric Grinders Solve It for 
Public Library. 

NEW YORK.— This city, 'which 
prides Itself on olways having the 
biggest and best, Is proving that It 
hns some of the toughest dirt In the 
world and not of the columnist va- 
riety. 

This item come up In conncctton 
iwith the clenning of the New York 
Public library which has a 40-odd 
year collection of grime. City engi- 
neers report that steam, ordinarily 
used to clean sityscrapers, has no 
effect on It and that sand-blasting is 
too harsh for the stone of which the 
building is constructed. 

After experiment* with various 
methods on portions of the building 
not visible to the general public, 
the problem was finally solved by 
the use of electric hand grinding 
machines having a mild abravise on 
the revolving wheel, Today, work- 
men are swarming over the famous 
building, each with a portable elec* 
trie grinder, restoring the stone to 
Ita original, natural beauty. 

At Uie same time, a crew of 3S 
men is kept busy Inside the building 
mopping the dirt on the quarry tile 
and marble floors tracked in by visi- 
tors who number nearly 3,000,000 per 
year— enough persons to populate 
cities such as Los Angeles or Phila- 
delphia. 

While it has been necessary oc- 
casionally to replace portlotts of the 
marble flooring due to wear, library 
cfHcials report that not one piece of 
the ,62,026 square feet of tile has 
worn out in tlie 35 years the building 
has been open to the public. 

Aa the workmen flnish cleaning 
sections on the outside of the build- 
ing, a coating of waterproof pre- 
servative is placed on the stone to 
retard the formation of a new coat 
of grime. This is the first time the 
building has been cleaned since the 
stonework was erected In about 
1905. 

To give some idea of the magni- 
tude of the job, it is costing the 
city around $100,000 and taking near- 
ly a year to complete. Depending 
on the weather and the progress of 
the work, between 10 and 20 men 
are on the job every day. Cold dur- 
ing the winter months and the man- 
power shortogc are two of the rea- 
sons the work is taking so long to 
complete.

Engagement Ring for 'Him' 
— Thousands Wear *Em 

NEW YORK.— A Monhottan chem- 
ical engineer said that American 
men, despite reports to the con- 
trary, definitely are wearing engage 
ment rings. 

Mathew Rosenthal, former ma- 
rine captain In the Paciflc, esti- 
mates his company has sold more 
than 312,000 such rings during the 
last 16 months. 

"They're not diomonds," a repre- 
sentative of the firm explolned. 
"They're mode out of a secret min- 
eral composition, almost as hard 
as a diamond." 

The sotting, which sells for $17 
wholesale, looks like a black cameo 
and has a man's and woman's head 
on it. 

Rosenthal now has 27 lapidaries 
working on the new' idea. Every 
worker is a war veteran. 

The firm has sold 28,080 rings in 
Pennsylvania, 21,840 in Texas, 18,- 
720 in Illinois and 6,240 in New 
.York state. 

"They don't go well in the big 
cities," the representative said, 
"but, boy, they scU In the rural dis- 
tricts." 

Other states high on the sales 
list were Ohio, Michigan, Mituiesota, 
'Massachusetts, Indiana, New Jer- 
sey, Florida and Georgia. 



PHILADELPHIA. - In a single 
drydock ot the Philadelphia navol 
base the gaping carcasses of nine 
U. S, destroyers are being dismem- 
bered, says the Philadelphia In- 
quirer. 

This was disclosed here by the 
navy which allowed" photographers 
to make pictures of the nine broken 
hulls in the dock (lar^st in the 
world). It is expected the work 
will be completed very soon. 

The nine ships represent a huge 
Investment In original costs and re- 
building charges. Four ot the nine 
are destroyer leaders less than 10 
years old and two of these cost 
$7,830,000 each when buitt and were 
later extensively remodeled. 

The cutting up of the vessels, the 
navy said, is part of the "program 
to scrap overage and obsolete 
ships." The thousands of tons of 
metals in the destroyers will be auc- 
tioned off at public sales. 
LsDoched in 1938. 
Best known of the nine ships un- 
der the acetylene cutting torches Is 
the Jouett, which early In Febru- 
ary, 1944, with the destroyer Som* 
ers and the cruiser Omaha, trapped 
and destroyed three big German 
blockade runners in the South At- 
lantic. The Nazi ships were carry- 
ing rubber, silk, tin and similar 
goods to Germany. 

The Jouett, launched September 
25, 1938, is of the same class as 
the l,B50-ton Sampson, which when 
launched at Bath in 1938 was the 
largest destroyer ever built at the 
Maine yard. Cost ot the class aver- 
aged $7,830,000 each and their origi- 
nal armament of eight five-inch 
guns was drastically revised with 
consequent refitting. 

When first designed, these ships 
were to carry destroyer squadron 
commanders and their staffs, but as 
a result of the lessons of the war, 
destroyer size increased and fleet 
destroyers now are 2,400 tons. One 
of the five ships In the Jouctt-Samp- 
son class foundered in the Septem- 
ber, 1944, Atlantic hurricane. 
Others Being Cut. 
Two other destroyer leaders being 
cut up arc the Balrh and the Clark, 
$5,000,000, 1,850-ton craft completed 
in 1938 and 1937, which also were 
extensively rebuilt as a result of 
war lessons. They were 37-knotters. 
Oldest of the nine vessels is the 
29-year-old Stringham, more famil- 
iarly known as "The Green Hor- 
net," a veteran of the flush-decker

She was converted into a 
high-speed transport in 1040 and 
survived a number of World War II 
attacks. 

Similarly, the Schley, built in San 
Francisco in 1918 in the same 1,060- 
ton class, made 49 beach landings in 
the Pacific and was never hit. 

Three other destroyers of the 
flush-deck type built loo late to get 
into the First World war also arc 
in the ship-breaking dock. These 
are the Cramp-constructed Whipple, 
finislied April 23, 1920, the Litchfield, 
finished at Mare Island, December 
8, 1919, and the Bath-built Pruitt. 
completed in 1920 and made over 
into a light minelayer In 1937. 

Twenty-four other classes of war- 
ships out of commission at Ihe Phil- 
adelphia base also arc scheduled to 
be dismantled. Six old submarines 
already have been cut up and sold 
as scrap. The eventual result will 
be a modern navy of 1,079 combat- 
ant ships.

New Vaccine Gives 
Immunity From Fin 

Discovery Made Availnhlc to 
Public in Drug Stores, 

PRINCETON, N. J. — A new vac- 
cine capable of providing imnnunlty 
from influcnzo hns been developed 
and now cnn be bought in ony drug 
store. Dr. Wendell M, Stnnlcy, mem- 
ber of the Rockefeller institute for 
medical research, disclosed. 

The ccntrifugctypo vaccine, un- 
known In 1918 wlien nn epidemic of 
inllucnzn killed millions throughout 
the world, is nn outgrowth of the 
wnr. Dr. Slnnley said. 

"We had no menna of protection 
against a major flu outbreak when 
the wnr came," Dr. Stnnlcy, o bin- 
chemist, said. "/\n epidemic .could 
have sabotaged our war effort. So 
we accepted the (lu problem." V 

To produce the vascine. Dr. Stan- 
ley injected .small amounts of in* 
fectious influenza virus into fertile 
hens' egg.s which had been incubated 
for 10 da.vs. 

Two dny.s after the injection 
the eggs were opened and the ex- 
Irn-embryonic fluids were removed 
under sterilizing ultra-violet lamps. 
At the time of removal of tluids 
the chicken is half-de%-cloped. 

Before bottling the fluids the 
solution is passed through various 
centrjfugings, and small portions 
of formalin and phenj'lmorcuric ni- 
trate were added. 

This liquid, Dr. Stanley said, then 
will render a person immune from 
inducnza for from one lo two years. 
It is being made by several manu- 
facturers for retail sale. 

"The new vaccine production 
methods arc such that newly iso- 
lated strains could be incorporated 
in the vaccine n few days after 
isolation," Dr. Stanley explained. 

Dr. Stanley, 42, has been award- 
ed the William H. NIchol.'is medal 
by the American Chemical society 
"in recognition of eminent research 
and leadership in the field of the 
chemistrj* of the virus."
